| Egypt, whence he recently returned. | 
| He had just about lost faith in bot- 
| tles, oceans and “salty’’ tales, 

Yesterday he received a letter. It 
was dated Nov. 6, 1922, and was 
signed by a missionary fm Siola, one 
of the British Solomon Isles. En- 
closed in the minister’s letter was the 
note Hall had placed in the bottle.

Movie “Dictator” Paid $150,- 
000 a Year to Block Such 
Legislation,, Opinion of 
Rev. Armstrong. 


That Will H. Hays, former Pust- 
master-General, was employed by 
the motion picture industry at a 
salary of $150,000 a year principally 
to prevent censorship legislation, -is 
the belief of the Rev. Arthur H. 


Armstrong, executive secretary of | 


the Church Federation of St. Louis. 

He also believes that the narrow 
margin by which the motion pic- 
ture censorship bill failed of pas- 
sage in the Missouri Legislature two 
years ago ‘“‘was the incident used by 
motion picture producers to scare 
each other into employing Hays.” 

Rev. Armstrong expressed his 
opinion yesterday afternoon ata 
meeting of the Committee of Fifty of 
St. Louis at the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The committee voted to 
urge adoption by the present Leygis- 
lature of the censorship measure and 
eight other bills which the comnut- 
tee sponsored two years ago, but 
which failed of passage.

OUISA MAY ALCOTT'S entire 
L. life was one of heroic sacrifice. 

Her literary masterpiece, “Little 
Women,’ is almost an exact replica 
of the lives of the Alcott family. Miss 
Alcott was born in Germantown, 
Philadelphia, Nov. 29, 1832. An in- 
teresting example of her wonderful 
spirit and willingness to serve took 
place when.she was about 12 years 
vld, 

One wintry day just before Christ- 
mas Mrs. Alcott told her little family 
of six that there was barely enough 
fuel left for over Sunday. The Alcott 
family was in very poor circum- 
stances, for although the father was 
a brilliant scholar and philosopher, 
he was unable to sell his wares. 
Louisa May, pitying the poor neigh- 
bor family, said to her mother: 

“Mumsie,/let us give the wood to 
the poor neighbors. They haven't a 
bit, and the baby is very sick and 
might die from the cold. We can jie 
in bed and tell stories to keep warm 
tomorrow.” 

Mother Consented. 

Mrs. Alcott, always ready to en- 
courage her children in any good 
act, readily consented, and Mr. Al- 
cott delivered the wood to them. 
Late that night the Alcotts heard a 
voice outside, and opening the door 
found a man with a load of wood. 
He had started to a poor family 
quite a distance away, and, owing to 


‘the deep snow and bitter cold, was 


obliged to stop. He begged the Al- 
cotts to take the wood and went on 
his way. 

Uppermost in Louisa May Alcott’s 
mind always was the thought of 
helping her parents out of debt and 
buying the comforts of life for them. 
When she wrote her (first story,

An inheritance of $5090 came te 
Mrs. Aicott, and she bought the 
‘Orchard House” in Cone 
cord when Louisa May was a young 
girl. In 1862, while Louisa May Al- 
cott was living at the Orchard House, 
contributing what she could to the 
family support by writing and teach- 
ing, she answered the call of the 
Civil War and went to Washington 
as a nurse. She became famous 
through her great sacrifices, and was 
beloved by all with whom she came 
in contact. 

Writes Famous Books. 

In 1867, after a trip to Europe as 
a companion to an elderly woman 
invalid, Louisa May Aleott came 
home and wrote her famous “Little 
Women,” followed & “Little Men.” 
and “Joe's Boys.” Other books fol- 
lowed in rapid succession, and for 
20 years Miss Alcott wrote unceage 
ingly. 

How happy she was then, for she 
was able to pay all the debt and 
support her family in comfort. Her 
mother and father were both failing, 
and she surrounded them with every 
comfort. Louisa May Alcott then 
sent her sister May to Europe to 
study art and educated her two 
nephews whose father had died some 
years before. She always gave libere 
ally to charity, and apparently 
thought of money only in terms of 
helping others less fortunate tham 
herself. 

Louisa May Alcott died in March, 
1889, and six graves in Sleepy Hol- 


low Cemetery, Concord, mark the 


last resting places of the famous &@tte 


thoress and war nurse and the fame - i 


ily she loved.
